These reports are dismissed In au- 
thoritative quarters as fanciful en- 
largements of the situation anil an edi- 
torial in the semi-official Temps 
tonight gives warning against what it 
terms "nervous paroxysms," 

At the same time the diplomatic 
strain between France and Germany is 
undeniably serious. The chief cause 
of this Is the inability thus far of either 
party to propose a remedy acceptable 
to the other. France is tenacious to 
uphold her predominant position in 
Morocco without subjecting It to an 
Inspection of the 

International Congress 
proposed by Germany. On the other 
hand, Germany does not recognize 
French predominance in Morocco or the 
Anglo-French agreement, on which this 
predominance Is based. Thus Ger- 
many's issue Is equally against Great 
Britain and France, although the latter 
Is more Immediately Involved. All par- 
ties are making an appeal to the 
friendly co-operation of other nations, 
so that nil Europe is participating In 
the controversy, anil this permits a 
wide range of speculation concerning a 
rearrangement of political alliances. 
However, the officials maintain that 
the issue does not involve such far- 
reaching questions, but is the renewal 
of a long-pending struggle over .Mo- 
rocco in aggravated form.

Consumption," the lecturer said there 
were two sources of infection, one from 
the food we take and the other from the 
air we breathe. He thought the former 
the more common, as so much of the 
milk we drink is infected. Men' was 
also a fruitful source of contagion, es- 
pecially beet. In order to prevent con- 
tracting the disease in this way he ad- 
vocated the government inspection f 
cattle especially of dairy cows. 

Last week Dr. Hall had said that the 
blood would eat up the consumption 
germs that were taken into the system. 
1 >r. Davie quoted eminent authorities 
to show that the germs were not so de- 
stroyed, but that they remained in the 
tissue. ]|e estimated that 05 per 
cent, of the population, in fact, just 
about all of us have latent germs in the 
system: and it only needs for the body 
to become weakened by some sickness 
or other cause in order that these germs 
might develop and the person become n 
consumptive. One could almost feel the 
shiver that passed through the audience 
as they realized that the one and all, un- 
less they happened to be of the lucky 
live per cent, had in their system little 
malignant devils, ready at any moment 
of weakness to pounce upon their un- 
happy victim. 

Another opinion expressed by Dr. 
Davie was that once the person was at- 
tacked it was impossible to cure hhn 
except with the surgeon's knife. As it 
is impossible to cut away either the 
lungs or bruin most cases of consump- 
tion are absolutely hopeless. Any part 
of the body may be attacked by this 
virulent disease, but when a limb is 
attacked amputation is a perfect cure. 

In order to prevent the spread of the 
disease by infection, the doctor thought 
there should be a strict law against ex- 
pectoration. Unintentionally, perhaps, 
the lecturer called before the mind's eye 
of the imaginative, a picture of ruined 
tobacconists, of disgruntled martyrs who 
bad given up their cake of plug for the 
common good, and of triumphant spin 
stors who had entered into their heaven.

of not less than $1,000 and not more than 
SUM**), and to Imprisonment not more 
than two years."

INTERESTING SERMON 
BY PIONEER PASTOR 



Organizer of First Presbyterian 
Church Returns After Many 
Years. 



Last Sunday morning a pioneer mis- 
sionary of Presbyteriunism in British 
Columbia, the Rev. John Hull, preached 
in the First Presbyterian church of this 
city, the corner-stone of which he laid 
forty-three years ago. The Blue Hau- 
lier of the Covenant has been floating 
in the breeze ever since al the coiner 
of Pandora avenue and Blanchard 
.street. Mr. Hall in 1861 arrived in the 
city from Ireland, his native country, 
where he had been educated and 
licensed to preach the Gospel, and sent 
out by the Irish Presbyterian church as 
a foreign missionary to "far Vancouver 
Island." Instead uf finding naked sav- 
ages, painted anil feathered, with 
scalping knife and tomahawk, and hall 
civilized Europeans, he found a highly 
intelligent community, well read and 
not a few college' hied, who had been 
allured to the Pacific slope by the ex- 
traordinary excitement of gold (bids on 
tin: Fraser and up in Cariboo. After 
remaining for three years, when- he 
<ll(t good work for his denomination, he 
went to Australia, thence to New Zea- 
land and other part- of the world. He 
is now on his way hack to his native 
land, which he once before visited .sin, ,- 
he gave visible shape to Presbyterian- 
ism in this Queen City of the Far West. 

Although Mr. Hall is well advanced 
in years he is lively and energetic, anil 
his sermon on Sunday morning was 
thoughtful and well delivered, preached 
on the spot where he, more than forty 
years ago, pointed sinners to the 
Saviour and bulll up the Christian In 
the faith of the Gospel, and the sure 
hope of eternal glory. His subject was 
the Christian Church, originated on tiie 
day of Pentecost), after the apostles 
were filled with tile Holy Spirit, and 
Peter preached that sermon, which Mr 
Hall called "a good sermon," when 
three thousand were converted. He 
dwelt on the characteristics of the 
church inaugurated on that day.

FREIGHT ACCUMULATING. 

Large Amount of Supplies and Mining 
Machinery Lying at Whito Horse. 

Steamer Cottage City, which reached 
Vancouver yesterday, bringing the party of 
1'nlted States congressmen south, brought 
news from Skagwav that 011 June !» there 
were some 4,00(1 tons of freight lying at 
White Horse awaiting transportation down 
stream to Dawson. This freight consisted 
principal!" of railroad supples and gold 
dredging machinery, nearly all of which has 
been shipped north from this port with- 
in the past six or seven weeks. The river 
steamers of the White Pass A; Yukon 
route were making away with the freight 
as rapidly as possilde, but as the water 
hi the river Is only high enough to permit 
of lin 1 f cargoes being taken, the freight 
Is idling Into White Horse more quickly 
I lino It Is being taken nut. 

On June the water In the Fifty-mile, 
off White Horse, was twenty-nine Inches 
above navigable depth, but down river the 
water was considerably lower, and It Is 
presumed that there Is not sufficient water 
at Five Fingers to allow steamers to pass 
through with full cargoes. The boats nr<- 
now tnklne out between 125 ami ID0 tons 
each per trip.
